“Say CPR Depreciation 
Being Paid for Twice

Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 
OTTAWA, Ont., July 29—Depreciation on $48,000,000 
worth of Canadian Pacific Railway Company’s rolling stock 
was being paid for twice, Walter J. Macdonald, of the Win- 
nipeg accounting firm, Millar, Macdonald and Company, 
stated before the transport board at the national freight in- 


quiry here, Monday. 


Mr. Macdonald was speaking from the 


.witness stand on behalf of Manitoba which is opposing the 
Canadian railways’ joint application for a 30 per cent freight 


rate increase. 


UNDER THE examination of 
Wilson E. McLaan, Manitoba coun- 
sel, Mr. Macdonald questioned the 
methods by which the CPR com- 
puted the effect of depreciation 
upon the company’s gross working 
expenses. Through the tabulations 
contained on eight financial ex- 

ibits, based on the railway's own 

gures, he made the following 
points: 

1, Until ft entered the “profit- 
able years of the war” the CPR 
did not initiate reserve accounting. 


2. Until 1940, and the switch to 
its present form of computing 
depreciation the railway had car- 
ried on without reserve account- 
ing for some 60 years. 

3. The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way retains its equipment in ser- 
vice longer than the railways of 
the United States. 

4. The end result of initiating 
reserve accounting has been sub- 
stantially to increase the annual 
charges to operation for renewal! 
and retirement of the assets used 
in service. 

5. The change in method of 
handting depreciation could be 
beneficial to the company in the 
matter of taxation. 

6. In cases decided by the Board 
of Transport Commissioners prior 
to 1940 the figures produced by

WASHINGTON (NANA)— Strep-| 
tomycin is proving effective against | 
several serious and sometimes fatal | 
conditicns against which penicillin 
or sulfa drugs have no beneficial 
results. 

This is reported by Maj. Edwin J. 
Pulaski of the Brooke army medical 
centre at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, | 


Streptomycin still is scarce, costly, 
and available for general medical 
practice only wnder special circum- 
stances. Many exaggerated and un- 
founded reports have been spread 
as to its effectiveness until it has) 
gained the reputation of being a 
“miracle drug.’ The army study 


the most extensive to date. 


There can be no question, he said, 
that the drug is effective against 
several disease-causing isms 
which are resistant to both penicil- 
lin and the sulfa drugs, 

Fight Tularemia 

Probably the clearest case is tul- 
aremia, the causative organism of 
which appears especially sensitive 
to streptomycin. The response 
usually is rapid and the cure is 
permanent. iy 

It is of real value in bacteremia, a |} 
fever due to bacterial organisms 
circulating in the blood—but only 
if the particular germs involved are 
sensitive to it. Several, including 
two fairly common forms of strep- 
tococci, are almost completely re- 
sistant. 

Streptomycin also has proved a 
lifesaver, Dr. Pulaski reported, in 
several mixed infections of the ear, 
brain and meninges, or linings of 
the brain and spinal cord. It 1s 
proving quite effective in mastoid 
infections, usually in conjunction 
with pencillin but where organisms | 
are present which are resistant to) 
this drug.
